were identified; theretore, no goals were established for this solicitation.

On May 22, 2003, Austin Energy and UTC Power LLC (UTC) signed a “Demonstration, Evaluation
License and Purchase Option Agreement” through which UTC provided equipment for a Zero Emission
Power System at the City of Austin FM 812 landfill. Austin Energy joined with City of Austin Solid
Waste Services (SWS) through an interdepartmental agreement for the installation of the equipment under
SWS project “FM 812 Landfill Gas Collection System Project.” Austin Energy has the right to purchase
the equipment after completion of an initial nine months of testing. The equipment has provea to be
beneficial, and Austin Energy desires to exercise the option to purchase the equipment, Purchase of new
equipment would cost approximately $250,000.

Austin Energy desires to purchase the equipment because the unit reliably produces renewable electricity
from the landfill methane flare that produces heat that otherwise would be wasted to the atmosphere. The
unit is one of the first distributed generation devices to use Organic Rankine Cycle technology and
supports Austin Energy’s goal to increase use of renewable sources for generating electricity.

This procurement s a Sole Source. There is no other equipment availabie that is already installed and
operating at the site.
